is one of the leading members of the Orientalists’ Congress, which will be | 


held in London in the month of September this year, and we shall accord- 
ingly have, in all probability, the pleasure of welcoming in England a 
President of the French Academy of Inscriptions, who prides himself upon 
being a Jew as well as a scholar of European reputation. It is not generally 
known that Dr. Oppert is seventh in lineal descent from Samuel Oppen- 
heimer, Oppenheim, or Oppenhaimber who was the trusted agent of the 
Austrian Emperor of the Holy Roman Empire, Leopold I, at Vienna, in 
about 1690. Some references to this family are given by Dr. Kaufmann, in 


the current Jewish Quarterly, and in his interesting biography of Samson 
Weitheimer.

A correspondence las been running through the columns of the 
Guardian, between Mr. Oswald John Simon and a Mr. Birkbeck, on the 
subject of “‘ The Jews in Russia.” Mr. Birkbeck, although, as he candidly 
acknowledges, he knows little or nothing of Russian Jews and has never been 
in the Pale of Settlement, is of opinion that this ignorance is amply com- 
pensated for by the beliefs he has imbibed from educated Russian Christians, 
among whom he has travelled, and whom he has heard describe Jews as 
“that sore or plague-spot of Russia” (eta Russ), Te maintains that 
the persecution of the Jews is nota religious but a social ‘and economical 
movement, and that the Jewish question is on all fours with the Chinese labour 
problem in San Francisco. Mr. Simon points out that anti-Jewish legisla- 
tion in Russia is directed against the religion of the Israelite, and not against 


his economical relations to those around him. It is impossible to put any 


other than a religious construction on the harsh conversion laws, and the 
ruinous fines which, under the guise of taxes, are imposed on Jewish obser- 
vances. That religious intolerance and no mere “ economical heresy,”’ has 
inspired this legislation is moreover evident from the openly-avowed policy 
of the Orthodox Church to tolerate no form of religion outside its own pale. 
Lutherans and Roman Catholics are scarcely treated with more consideration 
than Jews in this respect ; and if Islam has hitherto been exempted from 
the crusade, it is because any interference with Russia’s Mahometan popula- 
tion would inevitably provoke a religious war with the East. Mr. Simon 
also shows how misleading is the analogy between Jews and Chinese, The 
Russian Jew is no importation ; he is native to Russia. Indeed in parts of 
the Empire, as Mr. Hyde Clarke has lately shown in our columns, he was 
settled long before the Russians themselves. The height of absurdity is 
reached when Mr. Birkbeck declares that it is only when a Jew becomes a 
Christian that he is taught to love his neighbour as himself. Mr. Simon 
has no difficulty in exposing the malicious absurdity of this charge, and has 
merely to refer his opponent to Leviticus xix., 18, to prove that the words 
‘Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself” originally occur in the Old 
Testament, and are merely quoted therefrom in the New Testament. The 


- following verses from the same chapter in Leviticus might aptly be here 


quoted as a Jewish lesson to Christian Russians and their champions :— 
“ And if a stranger sojourn with thee in your land, ye shall not vex him. 
But the stranger that dwelleth with you shall be unto you as one born among 


you, and thou shalt love him as thyself; for ye were strangers in the land of 


gypt: I am the Lord your God.” [ Leviticus, xix, 33-4. ] 


At the “Robert Elsmere” institution the religious significance of the Old 
Testament is to be expounded according to the principles of the Leyden School 
by Mr.C. G. Chavannes, himself the pupil and friend of Scholten and Kuenen. 
Some years ago whena I’rench preacher was to be heard in London every 
Sunday, many devout Englishmen and Enaglishwomen flocked to his 
sermons, carrying neat red hymn-books. It subsequently leaked out that 
these hymn-books were French dictionaries, which the votaries consulted 
when in doubt as to which of their sins was being denounced. As these 
University Hall Lectures are also to be given. in French, they may be 
recommended to the attention even of persons not immediately interested in 
the Hexateuchal and other hypotheses of Biblical criticism; while the 
student of both subjects will be enabled to kill two birds with one stone. 
The course was prefaced by a preliminary lecture in English, under the title 
of ‘* The Two Views of the Old Testament”—/.¢. the Traditional and the 
Organic. The lectures themselves will be of a popular nature, and in the 
language of the prospectus, ‘ will aim at giving a coherent idea of the growth 
of the religion out of which Christianity sprang.” Ifthey only do impress 
on a few average Christians that Christianity and its ethics were only out-

Table labour under. To read (and grasp) the very first words of Mr. 
Chavannes’ syllabus is a liberal education in theology ; for the essential 
thirg in religion is pithily defined as ‘‘ the manner in which man is conscious 
of his relations with the Divinity.” Mr. Chavannes by the way is Pastor 
of the Walloon Church at Leyden, and the fact that he is allowed to hold 
broad views and the Pastorate at the same time, goes to corroborate the 


current opinion that the Walloons are superior in intelligence to’ their 
Flemish ne‘ghbours. 7 


— 


The Rev. B. Elzas, a former student of Jews’ College, who has recently 
been appointed Minister of the Jewish congregation at Toronto, has entered 
upon his responsible work with commendab'e vigour. In the course of a 
sermon which be preached a few weeks ago on the study of the Bible, Mr. 
Elzas reccommended his hearers to initiate for themselves a private course of 
scriptural study. As a practical aid in this direction he has since prepared 
a jist of short daily readings from the Bible, sufficient to cover the whole of 
the precent month, and he promises similar monthly lists in succession. 
The passages selected consist of a few verses only. The idea has apparently 
“caught on’’—to use an appropriate Transatlantic expression ; for two 


- Lundred persons applied for the January list of readings within a fortnight. 


This is a very representative number for a comparatively small congregation 
like that of Toronto. Mr. Elzas’s idea is a good one. If there is one thing 
that Jews know far too little about, it is the Bible. The ‘ people of the 
Biook,” as Mahommed called them, they are but imperfectly acquainted with 
ts contents. If they knew more of the Bible they would not enly know 
more about Judaism but have a greater reverence for it. The apologetic 
attitude, which not a few of our number adopt in the presence of Christian 
teaching—Christian ethics more particularly—would quickly become a thing 
of the past. Whether our Toronto brethren will keep up their new 
enthusiasm for Bible studies remains to be seen. No doubt a goodly fro- 
portion of them will. In any case Mr. Elzas’s suggestion reminds us how 
wide is the field of religious effort that still awaits the earnest and energetic 
Jewish minister, at home as well as abroad. It is also a pleasing indication 
of the genuine service which Jews’ College is rendering to the cause of 
Judaism by sending forth to all parts of the world yoting men thoroughly 


equipped for the solemn and onerous tasks that devolve upon the con- 
scientious and efficient minister. 


It is many a long year since the Autocrat of the Breakfast Table dis- 
coursed to us in his wise and kindly fashion, and now, in the gloaming, in 
the tender twilight of a beautiful old age, he treats us to a new series of 
talks ‘“‘over the teacups.” Such of us who are old enough to recall the 
history of the One-horse Shay, or the romance of the Long Walk, will be, 
according to individual idiosyncrasy, critical in welcome of the octogenarian’s 
latest work or eagerly grateful for the hardly to be expected gift. ‘“ Honour 
the face of the old man ” wrote the Lawgiver, and ‘of the making’ of many 
books there is no end,” sighed the weary King Ecclesiast, as if in 
prophetic protest of unduly prolonged patience under senile garrulity. 
Jews, who are racially responsible for both utterances will find, in 
this instance, no difficulty in reconciling them, and will indeed, discern some 
evidence of a special fitness in old age and mellowed authorship. “I grew 
up” writes Oliver Wendell Holmes, on p. 1¢4, “ inheriting the traditional 
idea that Jews were a race lying under a curse for their obstinacy in refusing 
the Gospel. I shared more or less the prevailing prejudices against the 
persecuted race.” Some pertinent enquiries, addressed by our contemporary, 
the American Hebrew, in the April of 1890 to distinguished citizens, anent 
the Jewish question, aroused the reflection of the veteran author, and some 
half dozen genial generous pages, devoted to thinking aloud on Jewish 
subjects, are the result, ‘It is better to be civil to each other all round”’ is 
the moral of the Autocrat’s delightful discourse, and his rhymes and bis 
reasons for the kindly and characteristic conclusion make grateful and 
pleasant reading. | | 


It was, of course, impossible for Dr. Holmes. not to outgrow his early 
views, and that. speedily. It was, he says, against the most adversé 
influences of legislation, of religious feeling, of social repugnance, that the 
great names of Jewish origin made themselves illustrious. He quotes 
Emerson’s summary of the conversionist argument. ‘This was Jehovah 
come down out of heaven. I will kill you if you say he was a man,” and 
adds ‘* There are two virtues which Christians have found it ‘very hard to 
exemplify in practice. These are modesty and civility.” He asserts that 
the Jews had their own traditional canons by which to judge the authenticity 
of a Messiah, and were amply justified in using their own judgment in the 
matter, and goes on to suggest that there ought to be certain laws of etiquette 
regulating the relation of different religions to one another. In one of his. 
pregnant epigrams, he doubts “if a Hebrew ever became a good Christian 
if the baptismal rite was performed by spitting on his Jewish gaberdine.” 
And, as a matter of fact, we ourselves think that Jewish bitterness in 
reflecting on past persecutions of the race might well te modified by the 
thought that Jews were only suffering from the common intolerance, as 
liable to be mutually exhibited within the bosom of the same church as 
between one faith and another. As the Autocrat asks, what could the 
Hebrew expect when a Christian preacher, Dr. John M. Mason, of New 
York, was fiercely attacking the noble humanity of Pope’s ‘‘ Universal 


Prayer, and pronouncing the statement that God is adored alike ‘ by 
savage and by saint,’ a “‘most damnable lie ?”’ 


Finally, the doctor asserts. ‘ The Jews are with us a perpetual lesson 
to teach us modesty and civility. . . . The religion we profess is not self- 
evident, it did not convince the people to whom it was sent. We have no 
claim to take it for granted that we are all right, and they are all wrong. 
And, therefore, in the midst of all the triumphs of Christianity, it is well 
that the stately synagogue should lift its walls by the side of the aspiring 
cathedral, a perpetual reminder that there are many mansions in the Father's 
earthly house as well as in the heavenly one ; that civilized humanity, longer 
in. time and broader in space than any historical form of belief, is mightier 
than any one institution or organization it includes.” This is finely said ; 
but even the Autocrat cannot rid himself of certain lingering. prejudices in 
favour of Christianity’s copyright in the virtues. He says that the life of 
Sir Moses Montefiore reads a lesson from the Old Testament which might 
well have been in-pired by the noblest teachings of the Christian gospels. 
This is a curious inversion of fact. and chronology, and shows that the mental 
twist of Christian orthodoxy still lingers in the Doctor’s brain, The 
fallaciousness of this way of looking at it is well brought out by his own 
contention that there is already an evident approximation in the extreme 
left of what is called Liberal Christianity, and the representatives of modern 
Judaism. But Sir Moses, who is the only instance of a good Jew adduced 
by the Autocrat in support of this, was not a representative of “ modern 
Judaism,” in so far as that term has a specialised meaning. He was a Jew 
steeped to the lips in all the beliefs and sentiments of the Jews of those 
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ghetto-days when, as the Autocrat admits, Christianity was only “an | 


arrogant and narrow-minded form of selfishness.”” The deduction is obvious. 
But we cannot take leave of Dr. Holmes with even a word of disagreement. 
We pray that his old age may continue as hearty as that of the hale old 
warriors he admires, Moses, or “that stout old Captain, Caleb, the son of 
Jephunneh.” 


Madame Adelina Patti has with her own lips, as mentioned by us a few 
weeks ago, formally denied that she is a Jewess, But although we cannot 
claim the diva as one of us, there is another great queen of song, Madame 
Pauline Lucca, who is undeniably of Jewish birth. This fact received con- 
firmation on the death the other day of her venerable uncle, Dr. 8S. Lucca, a 
highly esteemed member of the Jewish community, in Vienna. Dr. Lucca 
had been for nearly fifty years in practice as a physician at Marienbad, and 
it is Jargely due to bim that this well-known health resort bas attained its 
present popularity.

BACK! BACK! BLACK SHEEP! 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—f read with real joy in your last number the sentence in the late Chief 
Rabbi's will, ending ‘usury still constitutes alas! the malignant canker which 
eats into the vitals of the House of Israel.” Having paid some attention to the 
subject, I ask leave to develope this thesis a little. 

All societies have their refuse, their gutter brigade. The Jewish contingent 
is the most repulsive—at any rate, to us Jews. Its sordid squads rank them- 
selves, I think, practically, under four vile chiefs whom, for the sake of precision, 
I enumerate (not in the order of merit) : i. the lordly usurer ; ii. the pettifogging 
money-lender ; iii. the flashy bookmaker ; iv. the corrupt financier. 

These make up the genus of those who do dirty tricks for money, and 
{he common. characteristics of these social vermin I take to be (1) that 
they belong to the uneducated classes~I do not mean that they are all 
illiterate, though many are that, but of the education of high principles 
or non-materialist motives they are destitute; (2) that, to a man, they 
scorn the dull toil and tediousness, the “Jaborious days” of con.monplace 
honest industry, the patient grind of earning a living. Money they want 
and money they will have. They do not want to live, they want to be 
rich—and quickly. I know that even their sickening methods do involve a 
certain amount of routine work, if it only be sitting in an oflice so many hours a 
day and exploiting. But there is none of the continuous drain of mind which 
the monotony of regular hard work entails, and there is not the scathing discipline 
of a superior officer. They live in a snug atmosphere of sleek imperturbability, 
broken only by feverish outbursts of frantic greed or the transient flashes of 
electrifying scandals—or, perhaps, in the circumstances, the occasional public 
lustration of their professional ces*,..01- would be the more appropriate metaphor. 

I proceed on the assumption iat no wan hasa ngnteo set at defiance the 
standard of morality recognised by the society in which he lives. No doubt it 
changes from age to age but always in the direction of increasing purification. 
From time to time noble spirits, having run a great lap on this road, turn and 
assail some false god whom their fellows were worshipping. The rebels 
against society are often its reformers. But the gentry in question will hardiy 
plead that their professions are a propaganda, or that their revolt is in favour of 
ahigher morality. | 

But to them and their occupations the public opinion of society does 
deny the title of “respectable” or “reputable.” It does so broadly, explicitly, 
universally and undeniably. It follows, then, that no honest man ought 
to embrace these occupations, and that anyone who does ought to be out- 
cast from respectable society. Now, so far as my observation goes, this does 
happen among non-Jews (where these festering social excrescences are never 
mentioned except with scorn and contumely) but it does not happen among Jews. 
This is the point which pricks me to write this letter. I believe that there is a 
considerable class of Jews, fairly educated and following reputable recognised 
callings, who do receive this canaille and their families into their houses, who 
fraternise with them and, in short, mix. with them on equal terms. They who 
thus condescend seem to me to be short of a sub-faculty of conscience, they fling 
the pearl of self-respect to the besmearing of swine. 

Permit me two instances, for which I can vouch. -(a.) A man, himself 
following a highly honourable vocation, set, or helped toset up his son as a betting 
man, by supplying him with capital. (The son had manifested a pronounced 
distaste for the industry to which he had been apprenticed). I suppose the 
father reasoned : ‘‘ Professional betting is paying ; it is not necessarily unhealthy ; 
its unorganised practice is even the pastime of gentlemen,” and it is certain that 
the possibility of the repugnant sentiment of his particular circle, his public 
opinion, never entered his head : that sanction is conspicuously absent. And to 
this day the son earns his living by betting shillings and half-crowns with 
butcher boys and errand boys and cabmen and, indeed, anyone who will deal 
with him, and sowing the seeds of God knows how much misery in many a 
humble home. (b.) I was a member of a Jewish club, semi-social or semi- 
literary, of the mutual improvement type. It came to my ears that among the 
members and even on the Committee, were betting-men and money-lenders 


(young men too !—think, Sir, of that!) Ichallenged the secretary to say whether 


this was true or, in the alternative, to remove my name from the list of members, 
He did not answer iny letter. | es 

From this and other experience I conclude that there is a class of Jews, out- 
wardly respectable, who are stolidly unmoved by the conventions of society, 
uninformed by the sense of duty or of limpid honour, or any elevating conception 
of life whatever, alive only (in the moral realm) to the intrusive object lessons of 
the criminal law. I deny the title of respectable alike to those who openly label 
themselves as pariahs and to those who open their doors to them. I am even 
disposed to do the same to those who harbour the harbourers~even unto the third 
remove. 

Isu e it is quixotic to appeal to anyone, but I want a comprehensive 
Exclusion Bill, 80 that no Jewish home shall be polluted by these traitors to 

Further, I flatly accuse the Jewish leaders—whoever they may be—of 
(suppressed) snobbery in this matter. Happily isolated in those ethereal strata 
) of the community ohare no taint of unsavoury breath can reach their fastidious 
} nostrils, they have left the burden of denouncing the common reproach to their 
jhumbler brethren, though they can cry from the housetops when the rank and 
jfile can but murmur. They can insist when others can only protest. To anyone 

who urges that to recognise these evils is to advertise them, I reply that the silent 


system has failed and ought to be abandoned. It is equally the solemn duty of 
individual and official Jews to prevent the communal microbes from sneaking 
into privé te houses or public institutions.

SERVICES FOR WOMEN... 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—Like a former suggestion of Mr. Singer’s—which has now become a 
well-established custom—his present proposal has the supreme merit of oppor- 
tuneness. A good idea is doubly good when it is announced at the right time, 
when opinion is ripe and men and women able and ready to give it practical 
expression. One of the most pleasing features in the correspondence that Mr. 
Singer's letter has evoked is the conciliatory tone and moderation of the supporters 
and Se latter evidently a small minority—of the new suggestion. 
And what is more, one cannot fail to appreciate the sincerity and practical good- 
sense of some of Mr. Singer's critics, qualities in which the author of the plan set 
so excellent an example. Iam sure that Mr. Singer, like myself, will tind much to 
agree with in the letter of “C” in particular. The principle for which she 
conterids amounts to this: Help people in their own way and do not think that 
your way must be theirs. If I may so far generalise, [ should say that this is 
the essential difference between the new and the old efforts at reform ; and 
hence the brighter prospects for the future. 

In the higher grades of Jewish society, the women cannot be accused of 
neglecting attendance at synagogue. On the contrary, they are more regular 
than their husbands and brothers. This sometimes hides the fact that the custom 
of women going regularly to synagogue is in itself an innovation—a generation 
back things were far different. Like most of the innovations which some of us 
are anxious to bring about, this is, however, essentially a reversion to ancient 
custom. But in the lower social grades the same improvement has not gone “n. 
The mother, who is without the aid of servants, finds it very difficult to leave her 
home for the service in synagogue, and thus her daughter has no binding tradition 
to stimulate and enforce her attendance. Her West-end sister goes to synagogue 
partly because of her fuller emancipation. She partakes in the social functions 
of her husband, and even acts as his social substitute. Thus she goes visiting 
without him and for him; and I am afraid that some of the visits that he 
relegates to her and performs by deputy are the visits to the synagogue. Hence 
there is a marked difference between the West-end and the East-end Jewess in 
respect of synagogue-going 

But this is not the only reason ; there are others. One cannot fail to observe 
the pathetic fact that poor Christians do not go to church, though they flock to 
chapel, because they are less abashed. The handsomer your synagogue and the 
more formal and elaborate the service, the less will you get the poor to come to 
it. None but the Catholics have succeeded in combining pomp with poverty ; 
Protestants and Jews have alike failed. This feeling of self-respect, or if you 
prefer to so call it ill-mannered sname of the poor in the presence of their 
wealthier or better-dressed fellows, has especial force in the case of women. I 
must admit, however, that the Jewish work-girl is as a rule not ill-dressed ; still 
she is dressed differently, and knows it, though she prefers her own style. 

But thirdly and chiefly the fault lies in the service. What these girls might 
possibly respond to, would be as “ C” points out an extremely simple, even child- 
like service ; a service, however, which must be made emotional. Why should 
we soentirely deaden what for want of a better term must be called religious 
excitement ? True, its abuse is very dangerous ; but it must be used as a means 
if any new and permanent effect is to be produced, It is the interest and the 
fervour of the mission service that attract ; its sudden changes, its variation of. 
tone, nay even the grotesque ejaculations of the Salvation Army are not without 
value in this regatd. Dead uniformity must be avoided. The new service must 
be something like a mission service ; warm, emotional, strongly-flavoured, but 
unlike a mission service it must be happy, to use the happy phrase of one of your 
correspondents. Hence I fully agree with the proposal to limit the services to 
girls to avoid for the present the méinyan diiliculty. To attempt to give them our 
ordinary service'or one entirely in Hebrew, as “K, M.” suggests, would be to 
wreck the scheme before it was well launched. Yet I think that some portion 
of the service should be in Hebrew ; and I do not see why new and simple 
Hebrew hymns should not be specially composed. The hymns that we at present 
use are too few and too metaphysical. Our ordinary synagogue service would be 
greatly improved by such fresh additions. The real objection to the piyutim 
used to be their obscurity and difficulty—their general tone--and not the fact 
that they were interpolations. All our liturgy is an interpolationif you only go 
back far enough into the past. 7 

I see, then, in Mr. Singer’s proposal—which as it originally stood was very 
admirably thought out—a step in the right direction. Some people are alarmed 
at this apparent demand for a new liturgy for every class. Hampsteadites want 
-one form of service, United Synagogues another, the Chevras another, and now 
again the poor girls yet another! Why is this? May it not be because the 
existing service at least in our West End London Synagogues succeeds admirably in 
satisfying no class, whereas the synagogue should satisfy all classes ? Not neces. 
sarily within the walls of one building, but assurediy within the confines of one

THE PORTUGUESE AND REFORM CONGREGATIONS OF 
MANCHESTER. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
Sir,—The letter of Mr. Victor Levi, President of the Portuguese Congrega- 


~ tion, in your last, brief though it is, is sorry reading and will cause pain to all 


friends of progress. I had fostered the hope that the inhibition complained of 
was the result of some blunder on the part of the executive, or was the act of 
some zealot whose ardour had mastered his discretion. Delusive hope! Painful 
was it to read that the origin was more deeply rooted, and was the deliberate act 
of ‘the Spiritual Head of our Community,” whose mission it should be to 
romote peace and brotherhood. From enquiries instituted, I regret to say that 
Dr. Gaster, the Spiritual Head here referred to, was most uncompromising in 
the attitude he assumed on this question ; for not only did he prohibit the Rev. 
L. M. Simmons from taking any part in the ceremony proper, that is in the recital 
of the “seven blessings,” but he actually vetoed—so it is reported, I am afraid 
with too much truth—an address which the reverend gentleman named had been 
asked to deliver, and which can hardly be sail to form part of the formula 
prescribed for such occasions. This, to my mind, isa piece of cleric intolerance 
worthy of past ages, from the effects of which we, as a religious body, have 
suffered, and against which we Jews were first to raise our voice. It should also 
act as a warning to us, who, not accepting the doctrine of infallibility, should not 
iace unlimited power in the hands of any one man, be he ever so eminent. 
{uch as we admire Dr. Gaster for his. scholarly attainments, we cannot but 
deplore the fact that in this instance he has shown a lamentable want of tact and 
worldly wisdom. | 
An attempt will no doubt be made to explain away this decision on theolo- 
gical grounds, thereby placing a formidable weapon in the hands of those who 
have advocated that in matters touching the religious welfare of the community, 
the lay element shall have a voice. Had this question been submitted to a con- 
sultative board of clerics and laymen, I opine that a different result would have 
been arrived at, and we should have been spared the angry feelings and acri- 
monious correspondence to which it hag-given rise. 
As the discussion of this question, if continued, will probably enter the 


domain of theology, in which I confess myself incompetent, I shall retire from

‘A Member” on the above subject in your two last impressions, lest it be con- 
strued that that opinion is shared by any considerable number of the Spanish 
and Portuguese of Manchester, and therefore hasten to crave your indulgence for 
the insertion of these few lines in your next issue. , | 

As a member and founder of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue of this 
city, and one who knows well the religious inclinations of the vast majority of 
them, I beg to assure your readers that the action of the Executive in the above 
matter has the full sanction and approval of at least four-fifths of the members 
and seatholders in spite of the clamonr of the few. _ 

The President, Mr. Levi, has already in your last issue met the indictment 
sufficiently, but, I presume, wanting to be brief, he has omitted his best points of 
defence ; for not only the Ecclesiastical Chief in London is our only authority, as 
he puts it, but. also we are bound by our constitution to appeal and submit to 
that authority for value received. It must be borne in mind that the large amount 
of grant we obtained. from,the parent synagogue and its individual members 
for the construction of the sacred edifice was made on the distinct understanding 
that we unreservedly place ourselves in all ecclesiastical matters under the jurisdic- 
tion of their Orthodox Chief Rabbi in London; andtherefore any deviation from that 
on the part of the executive would render them liable to the charge of a breach of 
faith, and would Jeave them at the mercy of anyone who chose to call the law of 
the land into requisition. Their action, therefore, was not high-handed, as Mr. 
Sanson Levi terms it, for they were simply discharging a public duty and pro- 
tecting that which is ieft to their care, and for which the members are exceed- 
ingly grateful. | 

‘A Member” is anxious to know what has happened since 1886 to prohibit 
that which was then admissible? [or his edification I beg to inform him that 
since then we have got Dr. Gaster at the head of affairs, and further, that the 
executive of 1886 have no doubt unwillingly fallen into ‘‘A Member's” trap ; 
and as their attention was called at the time to the mistake they are not likely to 
fall into the same trap again; and even assuming they then made a mistake, 
it is not at all undignified on-the part of any official, no matter how high in posi- 
tion, to admit a mistake. : | 

As for the allegation that an affront has been offered to the worthy minister 
and his congregation, I totally deny it, and the only conclusion I can arrive at is, 
that the supposed affront originated in “A Member's” own mind, who thought: it 
a very good war cry for the purpose of scaring the uninitiated to sink their deep- 
seated religious convictions in favour of mere policy, and thus gain adherents to 
his so-called progressive views, However, I feel sure that the rev. gentleman 
and his congregation are far too reasonable: to take offence at anything that is 
done for the upholding of principles, the violation of which would render us liable

“THE DEAD AND THE LIVING,”

allows the hair of the dead to be made use of,” as if the author of the Shulchan 
Aruch who forbids it, had not himself been perfectly aware of this decision of 
Maimonides, whom in his MW’ 03 he severely attacks for giving the same. Is 
the Shulchan Aruch, however, bound to adopt in all cases the opinion of 
Maimonides,or indeed of any other one of the great “ Posekim.” Whoever has 
read Joseph Karo’s preface to the Shulchan Aruch knows that his rule is to follow 
a majority of the authorities. : 

As regards “ Memento’s”” quotation from Moed Katan 8 b WY b }32 he will on 
kindly referring to my letter at.once see that I had myself already cited Joreh 
Deah, ch. 352 §4, wherein the very same words are to be found. I, however, at the 
same time was careful to explain that the process in question refers to what takes 
place at the 7°77, an institution not of to-day bat dating already from talmudic 
times (cf. Mishna Shabbos xxiii. 5) and in force in all the congregations of Israel. 
Now everyone with any practical knowledge of the same is aware, that everything

R. Hai of the passage in Berachoth 5 b, an explanation, by the way, to be found in 
Seder Hadouroth and }'y ed: Wilna. 

. Taking “Memento” at his own words, I would just remind him that a much 
earlier writer than either of these two Gaonim, namely, R, Achai Gaon (who lived 


mcre than two centuries before them and more than four centuries before 


Maimonides) in his work MMPRY states (PND § 138) as follows :— 
‘‘It is prohibited to make use of the hair of the dead.” 

In conclusion ‘‘Memento” says: “ It isa matter which.is moreone of sentiment 
than law,” etc., but I venture to say that talmudical scholars should in matters of 
“ Halacha” be guided not by sentiment but by law and custom.: . !

A NEW PRAYER BOOK. 


Songs and Praise, or Daily Prayers according to the German and Polish Jews, with 
Translation from original Hebrew. (Edinburgh, M. Langman). 

This is a neatly boundand neatly printed pocket edition of the 775M with an 
English translation. The book is presented to usin so pleasing a form.that we are 
tempted to judge it tenderly. Wescarcely know whether the translation is put 
forward as entirely new ; here and thereit reads quite familiarly. Testing it at 
random, we find that the English version of the Amidah for Sabbath Rosh Hodesh 
is textually a reproduction of the translation given in what is known as the“ Free 
School” Edition. But taking another random glance, we find a defiance of gram. 
matical and lexical correctness in the concluding prayer of the Amidah, the second 
sentence of which reads, “ and the cursers of my scul thou shalt make silent, and 
my body shall be as dust unto everyone.” All previous translations have rightly 
rendered the passage, “ and to those that curse me may my soul be silent,” &c, The 
fine prayer for humility is quite spoilt as rendered in the little book before 
us ; and there is no authority whatever for the unhappy variation. ")$2 ‘N28 is 
altogether omitted.from the Sabbath Musaph Service. In the Amidah for the Day of 
Atonement the translation of the verse quoted above is rendered asin the “ Free 
School” Edition, a curious inconsistency. In the D°3°/2ID?) prayer we are glad to 
find the phrase TANNYIND AYVIN 373). It is translated as in Mr. Singer's version 
exce,t fora redundant the (“let all ¢ie wickedness perish ina moment”). The 
definite article could be spared with advantage in other instances. Transitions 
from the second to the third person in the occasional Blessings are retained, 
although a, manifest improvement is obtained by uniformity, we must. not 
be too critical.

It should also 
act as a warning to us, who, not accepting the doctrine of infallibility, should not

_ practised till the Jew had obtained, semehow or other, a permit to reside on this 
side of the town-barrier. In telling us tois the benignant manager added : it 
happened sometimes that we purposely frightened him ; you knock at the door 
and he jumps into the cupboard remaining tnere breathless until we give the 
further signal that the coast is clear.

THE PORTUGUESE AND REFORM CONGREGATIONS OF 
MANCHESTER. | 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—The letter of Mr. Victor Levi, President of the Portuguese Congrega- 
tion, in your last, brief though it is, is sorry reading and will cause. pain to all 
friends of progress. I had fostered the hope that the inhibition complained of 
was the result of some blunder on the part of the executive, or was the act of 


some zealot whose ardour had mastered his discretion. Delusive hope! Painful. 


was it to read that the origin was more deeply rooted, and was the deliberate act 
of ‘the Spiritual Head of our Community,” whose mission it should be to 

romote peace and brotherhood. From enquiries instituted, I regret to say that 
Dr. Gaster, the Spiritual Head here referred to, was most uncompromising in 
the attitude he assumed on this question ; for not only did he prohibit the Rev. 
L. M. Simmons from taking any part in the ceremony proper, that is in the recital 
of the “seven blessings,” but he actually vetoed—so it is reported, I am afraid 
with too much truth—an address which the reverend gentleman named had been 
asked to deliver, and which can hardly be said to form part of the formula 
prescribed for such occasions. This, to my mind, is a piece of cleric intolerance 
worthy of past ages, from the effects of which we, as a religious body, have 
suffered, and against which we Jews were first to raise our voice. It should also 
act as a warning to us, who, not accepting the doctrine of infallibility, should not 
yiace unlimited power in the hands of any one man, be he ever so eminent. 
Much as we admire Dr. Gaster for his. scholarly attainments, we cannot but 
deplore the fact that in this instance he has shown a lamentable want of tact and 
worldly wisdom. 

An attempt will no doubt be made to explain away this decision on theolo- 
gical grounds, thereby placing a formidable weapon in the hands of those who 
have advocated that in matters touching the religious welfare of the community, 
the lay element shall have a voice. Had this question been submitted to a con- 
sultative board of clerics and laymen, I opine that a different result would have 
been arrived at, and we should have been spared the angry feelings and acri- 
monious correspondence to which it has given rise. | 

As the discussion of this question, if continued, will probably enter the 
domain of theology, in which I confess myself incompetent, I shall. retire from 
the field, and subscribe myself, |

As a member and founder of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue of this 
city, and one who knows well the religious inclinations of the vast majority of 
them, I beg to assure your readers that the action of the Executive in the above 
matter has the full sanction and approval of at least four-fifths of the members 
and seatholders in-spite of the clamour of the few. ; 

The President, Mr. Levi, has already in your last issue met the indictment 
sufficiently, but, I presume, wanting to be brief, he has omitted his best points of 
defence ; for not only the Ecclesiastical Chief in London is our only authority, as 
he puts it, but also we are bound by our constitution to appeal and submit to 
that authority for value received. It must be borne in mind that tho large amount 
of grant we obtained. from the pent synagogue and its individual members 
for the construction of the sacred edifice was made on the distinct understanding 
that we unreservedly place ourselves in all ecclesiastical matters under the jurisdic- 
tion of their Orthodox Chief Rabbi in London; and therefore any deviation from that 
on the part of the executive would render them liable to the charge of a breach of 


faith, and would Jeave them at the mercy of anyone who’chose to call the law of 
- the land into requisition. Their action, therefore, was not high-handed, as Mr. 


Samson Levi terms it, for they were simply discharging a public duty and pro- 
tecting that which is ieft to their care, and for which the members are exceed- 
ingly grateful. | 

‘A Member” is anxious to know what has happened since 1886 to prohibit 
that which was then admissible? For his edification I beg to inform him that 


_ since then we have got Dr. Gaster at the head of affairs, and further, that the 


executive of 1886 have no doubt unwillingly fallen into ‘A Member's” trap ; 
and as their attention was called at the time to the mistake they are not likely -to 
fall into the same trap again; and even assuming they then made a mistake, 
it is not at all undignified on-the part of any official, no matter how high in posi- 
tion, to admit a mistake. | 
As for the allegation that an affront has been offered to the worthy minister 
and his congregation, I totally deny it, and the only conclusion I can arrive at is, 
that the supposed affront originated in ‘“‘A Member's” own mind, who thought it 
a very good war cry for the purpose of scaring the uninitiated to sink their deep- 
seated religious convictions in favour of mere policy, and thus gain adherents to 
his so-called progressive views.

“THE DEAD AND THE LIVING,” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—Your learned correspondent “ Memento ” tells us that Maimonides clearly 
allows the hair of the dead to be made use of,” as if the author of the Shulchan 
Aruch who forbids it, had not himself been perfectly aware of this decision of 
Maimonides, whom in his 3¥) 03 he severely attecks for giving the same. Is 
the Shulchan Aruch, however, bound to adopt in all cases the opinion of 
Maimonides, or indeed of any other one of the great “ Posekim.” Whoever has 
read Joseph Karo’s preface to the Shulchan Aruch knows that his rule is to follow 
a majority of the authorities. : 

As regards “ Memento’s” quotation from Moed Katan 8 b WY b p32 he will on 
kindly referring to my letter at.once see that I had myself already cited Joreh 
Deah, ch. 352 §4, wherein the very same words are to be found. I, however, at the 
same time was careful to explain that the process in question refers to what takes 
place at the 77D, an institution not of to-day bat datiog already from talmudic 
times (cf. Mishna Shabbos xxiii. 5) and in force in all the congregations of Israel. 
Now everyone with any practical knowledge of the same is aware, that everything 
appertaining to the corpse must under no circumstances be otherwise disposed of 
than by burial with it. 

‘- Memento” further says that “ the auestion really is not what later authorities 
may have taucht, but what was the view of the earliest writers” and, in confirma- 
tion of this view, proceeds to give us the explanation of the Gaonim R. Sherira and . 
R. Hai of the passage in Berachoth 5 b, an explanation, by the way, to be found in 
Seder Hadouroth and ed: Wilna. 
. Taking “Memento” at his own words, I would just remind bim that a much 
earlier writer than either of these two Gaonim, namely, R, Achai Gaon (whv lived 
mcre than two centuries before them and more than four centuries before 
Maimonides) in his work MINPRY states (MPN § 138) as follows 

‘‘It is prohibited to make use of the hair of the dead.” 

In conclusion ‘‘Memento” says: “It is a matter which is moreone of sentimeat 
than law,” etc., but I venture to say that talmudical scholars should in matters of 
“ Halacha” be guided not by sentiment but by law and custom. . 1

This is a neatly boundand neatly printed pocket edition of the M?5N with an 
English translation, The book is presented to us in so pleasing a form that we are 
tempted to judge it tenderly. Wescarcely know whether the translation is put 
forward as entirely new ; here and thereit reads quite familiarly. Testing it at | 
random, we find that the English version of the Amidah for Sabbath Rosh Hodesh 
is textually a reproduction of the translation given in what is known as the“ Free | 
School” Edition. But taking another random glance, we finda defiance of gram. 
matical and lexical correctness in the concluding prayer of the Amidah, the second 
sentence of which reads, “ and the cursers of my scul thou shalt make silent, and 
my body shall be as dust untoeveryone.” All previous translations have rightly 
rendered the passage, “ and to those that curse me may my soul be silent,” &c. The 
fine prayer for humility is quite spoilt as rendered in the little book before 
us ; and there is no authority whatever for the unhappy variation. ")¥$3 ‘NN is 
altogether omitted from the Sabbath Musaph Service. In the Amidah for the Day of 
Atonement the translation of the verse quoted above is rendered asin the “ Free 
School” Edition, a curious inconsistency. In the 0'3°/71D?) prayer we are glad to 
find the phrase TANNYIND ALIN 75).

Being 
informed of the presence at, his house, during illegal hours, of a Russian citizen 
from beyond the town-barrier, and, on the one hand, fearing responsibility, and, 0a 
the other, being moved and pitying a guiltless hard worker, the manager himself 

_took part in hiding the Jew, and arranged it so that the latter, at a given signal 
informing him of the appearance of the police, should hide himself in a cupboard, 
and breathlessly remain there under the hung up clothes till their withdrawal. ‘The 
signal was to bea knock at the door. A rehearsal was made, and this wae 

_ practised till the Jew had obtained, semehow or other, a permit to reside on this 

‘side of the town-barrier. In telling us tnis the beniguant manager added : it 
happened sometimes that we purposely frightened him ; you knock at the door 
and he jumps into the cupboard remaining there breathless until we give the 
further signal tbat the coast is clear. 

Imagine reader, that you, by the will of the gods, are born of Jewish parents, 
that there is none else but you to look after your parents in their old age, that 
you are the sole worker, caretaker and breadwinner in the family, that your only

Tux task of painting the portrait of tie Jewish workman, which Mr. Davin 
F. Scutoss bas performed in the current number of the Nineteenth Century 
could not have been entrusted to more competent hands. Mr. Scuzoss is a 
Jew, with a Jewish heart in his breast ; he is hard-headed, too, and honest, 
and is the last man to allow his sympathies to get the better of his judgment. 
He has a passion for pricking bubbles—especia!ly economic bubbles. He has 
become quite an authority on industrial questions, partly because he has 
studied them on the spot, and not in his arm-chair, partly because he has 
studied them intelligently, and always frankly states his conclusions without 
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fear or favour. Hence the value of his estimate of the Jewish workman. 
The picture he draws is instinct with insight and sympathy. There is 
nothing finer or more pathetic in it than the story of the victims of a notorious 
sweater, generously contributing towards the support of the wife and children 
of their quondam oppressor, when the latter had fled the country. Everyone,

workmen the appeal is made with peculiar force. In this sensitive regard for 
the reputation of the race, the world has a most efficient guarantee for the 
peaceful and equitable settlement of Jewish industrial differences. But the 
“sweatees” were just as resolute in this boot-strike as the sweaters. Mr. 
Scaxoss gives a graphic description of their dogged pertinacity, “ They 
fought on with the courage of the Maccabees. . . Possessing some little 
personal acquaintance with strikers and strikes in many trades I declare 
without hesitation that a better stand was never made by any body of work- 
men.” | 

Nor does the Jewish workman refuse his sympathy to combinations 


outside his own traje. The Jews were among the first to subscribe to the 


dockers’ strike fund. This feeling of solidarity is growing, and it is welj 


that it should. More wisdom and pradence may be introduced into the 
movements of labour by its Jewish element, The Jewish tendency to 
compromise and conciliation may restrain the too frequent appeal to 
the last and often the worst argument of the working-class, a 
strike. Nothing but mutual benefit can result from cleser fellowship 
between Jew and Gentile in the labour world. The former will learn to 
imitate some of the excellences of the latter ; the latter will become better 
acquainted with the former, and begin to judge him more equitably. That 
the Jewish workman has rough edges to his social character, which the 


friction of such closer intercourse will rub off, is certain. No less certain is it 


that he has faults—an excessive sharpness in money-matters, a propensity 
for gaming, an imperfect appreciation of the beauty of cleanliness, which 
last, however, as Mr. Scutoss properly points out, is Russian rather than Jewish. 
But he has virtues as well—temperance, sexual morality, love of home, 
kindliness to the poor and the suffering, He has an invincible optimism, too, 
which ever fulfils its own promises, which if it does not eventually raise him 
very much in the scale of life, at least ensures the comparative prosperity of 
his children. These are qualities which ought to be made known to all, but 
to the working-classes most of all. Let them see the Jewish workman as he 
is, not as a pariah, moral as well as social, but as a man worthy of full 


citizenship in the kingdom of labour, and the bonds of union will of necessity 


be drawn tighter than ever, to the advantage of both sides. But for union 
there must be mutual consent. The Jew must throw off his reserve. He 
must abandon his shyness, his prejudices—the legacy of centuries of perse- 
cution. The outstretched hand of his fellow workman he must grasp readily, 
for his own sake and for the sake of the interests that are common to both. 


THE: BOARD OF GUARDIANS AND SOME 
POSSIBLE RIVALS. 


Last Saturday the Rev. A. Lowy preached at the Berkeley Street Synagogue on 
the current portion of the Law, and after the conclusion of the sermon, he drew 
attention to the abnormally pressing wants of the Jewish Board of Guardians. Mr. 
Lowy took occasion to warn the charitable members of the community against 
the devices of individuals, who seek to pose in the Press as benevolent pro- 
viders for the necessities ot the poor, but who always carefully refrain from taking 
the public into their secret as to the income and. expenditure of the amounts 
collected. With regard to the Board of Guardians, Mr. Lowy offered the following 
remarks: The resources of our greatest charitable institution are becoming less 
adequate from year to year, because the inflow of subscriptions and donations does 
not keep pace with the rapid increase of the destitute immigrants, who take refuge 
on our shores from the deplorable treatment endured in their intolerant native lands. 
The Board of Guardians eloquently appealing to us through its representatives, and 
through the published statistics of its annual work, speaks in reality on behalf of 
thousands of poor men, women and children, who have to be rescued from every 
species of misery. On the Board of Guardians it devolves to find the necessary 
amount of gifts so as to teed the hungry and lodge the homeless, to clothe the 
insufficiently cled and—as much as possible—to nitigate the sufferings, which in 
the best of seasons, but more particularly in this trying winter, attack the desti- 
tute portion of the population. This great work of benevolence is faithfully per- 
formed by our Board of Guardians, in the name and in the interest of everyone 
among the thousand of Jews and Jewesses who can afford and must afford a quota of 
help for the benefitof the destituteclesses. It is true we Jews must help without 
stint and without distinction the imdigent of any denomination, but we must con- 
tinually bear in mind that the Jéwish poor, from an inherited sense of honour, do 
not tell the tale of their distress fo those who are not of their own communal bond ; 
therefore, our benevolent “reo part and parcel of our religious discipline. 
Our daty does not restrict itself to the bare act of sharing our br-ad with the 
hungry, we have to do more than that; we must arouse others who are lethargic 
in giving what they can readily spare. For there are many among us who bless 
Providence for beirg permitted to enjoy the pleasantness of their existence, but who 
are unmindful of the truth that it is the best and the sweerest of religious actions 
to be unselfishly considerate and merciful towards their fellow mortals. Remember- 
ing the pressing necessities of our poor it is important tbat there should be no 
delay in the benevolent gifts which can be made by our great and powerful com- 
muni y. We must put ourselves in direct communication with the Board of 
Guardians ; we must teach our children that they, too, shall in early life help the 
Institution for the protection of our poor. Our children should leara betimes to 
give their humble mite to the poor, to the school-house, aud to the hospital. But 
in no instance must we encourage the applications of self-elected agents and 
trustees who as residents of this metropolis wish to compete with the Board of 
Guardia: s, and who make intrusive solicitations with the object of diverting large 
donations which then would fall into iniquitous channels of dishonesty. 

Every true friend of puvlic charity concurs that in the present day, 
when the claime of the indigent require the closest attention, we must act 
unitedly, and we have to take care that the liberal bestowa's and the adminsistra- 


_ tion of charity shall be conducted so wisely and beneficently as to satisfy the good- 


will of our right-minded donors, and the necessities of deserving recipients. For 

this reason let the appeal of the Board of Guardians meet with a liberal and regular 

cor as let this appeal be remembered and acted upon in every Jewish 


OUR BERLIN LETTER. 


Bern, JANUARY, 1891. 

The Wardens and Committee of the Jewish congregation here have engaged 
a fourth minister in order to have a Rabbiner. to officiate in the synagogue in the 
Linden Strasse which will be ready for worship next year. It is not customary 
here for the same Rabbiner to preach always in the same synagogue, but the four 
ministers occupy every Sabbath different pulpits in the four synagogues belong- 
ing to the Jewish community, viz,: the New Synagogue in the Oranienburger- 
strasse, the Old in the Heidereutergasse, the Kaiserstrasse, and soon the Linden- 
strasse Synagogue. | 

Amongst the many candidates for the post the Rev. Dr. Stier (formerly 
minister in Steinamanger, Hungary, who delivered his trial sermon some months 
ago) was chosen, and he would have been at once engaged, had not the Govern- 
ment hesitated to confirm his engagement, he being a Hungarian. Since then 
he has become a German subject, aud after much intercession the permission of 
the Government has been obtained. Thus—strange to say—our four Rabbiner 
Dr. Ungerleider, Dr. Maybaum, Dr. Rosenzweig and Dr. Stier are Hungarians. 

Last Saturday Dr. Stier delivered his inaugural sermon in the New Synagogue, 
which was very full. The three Rabbis as weil as the Wardens and many of the 
Committee and the “ Repriisentanten” of the Jewish community were present. 
Dr. Stier is about 40 years old, and has a sympathetic although not very powerful 
voice, and his first lecture much pleased the congregation. : 

He took his text appropriately from Exodus, Chap. iii., (the “call to Moses.”) 
In concluding a fervent sermon the preacher said: I dedicate myself to the 
service of God and to this community.. What God has given me I offer you. I 
recognise fully the difficulties which beset my work, and only feeble words are at 
my disposal, and yet I venture, trusting in God, Then let us also enter into a 
bond of mutual trust, I offer you my heart and my future, trusting to your good 
Jewish heart. Still more-I need your confidence, I beg you give it to me, for 
then only can there ensue esteem and love. Let me offer you my hand asa 
‘brother and friend, you and those, who teach the word of God, accept it and let 
my work be always in honour of the holy name of God. A prayer to God for 
help and assistance in his functions concluded the sermon. fi ; 

An astonishing coincidence of happy events and family feasts happened at 
Ostrowo, (Province of Posen) in the family of Moses Calloman, On the 7th of 
January, Moses Calloman and his wife celebrated their golden wedding and the 
aged bridegroom’s birthday. On the same day their youngest son was betrothed 
to their eldest grand-daughter, and in Pittsburg, (America) their youngest grand- 
child was born. The aged couple received a letter of congratulation from the 
Emperor as well as the “Ehejubiliums Medaille,” and were also congratulated by 
the municipal authorities, societies, and many friends.

OBITUARY. 


ARCHBISHOP NICANOR. 


Weregret to announce thedeath of Nicanor, Archbishop of Kherson and Odessa, 
who, after a long and painful illness, breathed his last on the night of the 8th inst., in 


eloquent preacher, and a most active administrator. In him the Russian 
Orthodox Church has sustained a great loss, while the Russian Jews have lost an 
earnest friend and defender in these times of great troubles. It was r ently 
announced that the Government, displeased with Nicano1’s preachings in dafence 
of the Jews, invited him to retire, and this would have certainly taken place\ had 
not Almighty God hastened to gather him to his fathers. . When it was known 
that Archbishop Nicanor was taken dangerously ill, the Jews of Odessa offered up 
prayers in their places of worship for his speedy recovery. On learning of it, the 
Archbishop caused the following letter (to which we have already reterred), to be 
published in the papers. :— 

“6th November,.1890. I have. just read with great agitation ( Odesski Listok, 
No. 293): ‘ Last Saturday, ia the Jewish place of worship, Beth Hamidrash, in the 
presence of a large congregation, a prayer ‘ Mi-Sheberach,’ has been off-red up for 
the speedy recovery of the Most Kminent Nicanor, Archbishop of Kherson and 
Odessa. Similar prayers will be offered up. also in other local Jewish places of 
worship.’ On wy conscience as a prelate, I declare that to me this was not unex- 
pected. Onthe contrary, it was foreseen and forefelt not lat-r than last night. 
This is evidence of the deep and gratifying turn in the souls which in former times 
were not inclined to reciprocal sympathy. Bowing my heai before this union of 
Godfearing souls in love and prayer to Almighty God, I — my deepest gratitude 
to all who were zealous in their intercession before Almighty God for our infirmity, 
and, in my turn, according to the command of the holy apostle, the great Jew, Paul, I 
exhort, therefore, that, first of all, supplivations, prayers, intercessions, and giving 
of thanks be made for all men : For kings, and ali that are in authority ; that we 
may lead a ‘quiet and peaceful life in all godliness and honesty. For this is good 
and acceptable in the sight of God our Saviour, Who will have all be saved, and to 
come to the knowledge of the truth. (I. Tim. ii., 1-4).

HISTORIC FROSTS. | 


The severe winter has, for the moment, directed antiquarian research into the 
channels of meteorological history, and the newspapers are now full of parallels to 
the present frost. Their compilers do not seem, however, to have included 
the Jewish Chroniclers in the sources they have consulted, for, in the Zemach 
David of David Ganz and the Emek Habacha of Joseph Ha-Cohen, are references 
to five exceptionally severe winters, which ar@ not mentioned in any of the news- 

per lists lately published. As a rule such phenomena receive scant attention at 
the hands of the Jewish medi#val historians. They had to suffer and record 
calamities for severer than any arising from the forces of nature. David Ganz, 
however, was deeply interested in scientific studies—chiefly astronomical and 
geographical—and a large portion of his chronicle is taken up with quaint 
meteorological observations, Four of the frosts to which we refer are mentioned 
in his pages. The fifth is casually referred to by Joseph Ha-Cohen, apparently 
because it affected the Jews in their religious duties. The following are the 
entries in the Zemach David :— 


$033 (1270). 

In this year occurred a very hard winter and there was a great frost and 
much snow, 60 that in Franconia the wolves increased very largely and fell upon 
men and cattle, and in the City of Wurzburg 30 men were torn to pieces in the 
course of a few days. 3 | 

5103 (1343). 


In consequence of the great accumulations of snow, there arose throughout 
Germany, in the year 5103, prodigious floods, which killed many men and a great 
number of cattte, and destroyed a large quantity of property. The great bridges of 
Ratisbon, Wurzburg, Frankfort, Bamberg, Dresden, Meissen and eisewhere were 
swept away by the waters. In the town of Minden, the water overflowed its 
banks and the flood rose as high as the dome, which had never occurred before. 

 §233 (1473). 

[After a description of an exceptionally hot summer]. In the following 
winter there was again much snow and frost, and it was terribly cold. Such a 
winter had not been known for a hundred years. Many men and cattle were 
frozen to death. At the same time there were powerful and terrible storm- 
winds, which destroyed many towers and other great buildings, also mighty 
snow-drifts, which not only swallowed up many people in the open country but 
buried the houses in the valley, and changed them into graves. | 

| | 5273 (1513). 

It was bitterly cold, and there was much ice and snow in the year 5273—a 
frost of which the like is not mentioned in any books of history. At the be- 

inning of October, that is in the month of Heshvan, it commenced to snow, the 

rooks became frozen over, and only in very few places was it possible to grind 
the corn. Many men were frozen to death, and the frost continued throughout 
the winter, so that on the Christian Easter festival heavily laden waggons were 
able to cross the Rhine and the Elbe on the ice. I, the writer of this, heard from 
the mouth of the learned and aged, R. Israel Horowitz, and also from the mouth 
of R. Mordechai Zemach, who was, in his day, the oldest man in Prague, and 
also very truthful, as well as from the mouths of many other aged men, that at 
that time, here in Prague, people walked on the ice on the Moldau on the 7th day 
of Passover. These men had not witnessed this miracle with their own eyes, 
but they had been told of it in their youth hundreds of times by their fathers. 

: 5360 (1600). 

The fifth frost is recorded in the following words in the Emek Habacha :— 

In the year 5360 (1600) the cold was intense in the neighbourhood of Genoa, 
and all the beautiful’trees with'their fruits were frozen. Throughout Italy no 
Esrogim (citrons) could be obtained, so that for one Esrog as much as ten 

crowns was asked, a price never before heard of. And yet the generous among 
us freely offered their money, so that they might fulfil the commandment. 
May this be remembered to them for good ! | 


“THE NOTE OF HAND” AT THE VAUDEVILLE.

Enter in due course, Mr. Solomon ef London, 
in the person of Mr. Fred Thorne, with the, conventional nose and the cus- 
tomary accent, made a little more unreal, perhaps, by a blending of Cockneyese 
methods of vowel-pronunciation with the well-known (if rarely heard) Semitic 
lisp. Judge, then, of the astonishment of the audience when Mr. Solomon 
begins to manifest distinct signs of humanity ; when he commences to spell 


Sentiment with an “s” instead of a “c”; and when after severe temptations 


to accept the heroine’s valuable pearls in return for a paltry I.0.U., he finally 
utters his “ Apage, Sathana” in the shape of “Hang bithness!” He had 
indulged in visions of those pearls on Mrs. Solomon’s neck, but he consoles 
himself with the thought that they wouldn’t suit her style of beauty. ‘ Hang 
bithness !” he cries, “and Mrs. Solomon would say the same—only” he adds 
with a touch of sly humour, “I shan’t tell her.” And then one of the characters 
says Psat ought to be a proud man, Mr. Solomon, for you have made a 
whole family happy.” “Ah, bithness is bithness” replies Mr. Solomon with 
omonic sagacity “ but it ain't everything.” ‘ Good-bye, Mr. Solomon, God 
less you!” And so with words of benediction from the household of a 
Christian clergyman upon a vulgar Jewish money-lender the curtain falls—to 
raised again in response to the rapturous applause of a house in which 
Jews were fewer and further between than usual! Mr. Thomas Thorne 
deserves a word of thanks for his production of «a work running so counter 
_to tradition. ‘Periaps his long association with Mr. David James had prepared 
ta.sympathise with the heretical views of Mr. Herbert Keith, the author, 
who for,his part may have been affected by the fact that his little piece was 
to precede a play by the satirist of the eonventionalities of Stage-land.” “‘The 
Stage Jew” is, indeed, a subject on which Mr. Jerome K. Jerome might try 
his practised hand ; though it is worthy of the attention of philosophers that 
the lapels own work, “ Woodbarrow Farm,” is by no means free from the 
ptale old cloments of theatrical success.

THE JEWISH QUARTERLY REVIEW. 


The new number of the Jewish Quarterly Review surpasses in bulk all its 
predecessors. The contents are sufficiently varied, though they are not likely to 
interest the general reader as much as usual. Dr. D. Rosin gives an account of 
the Ethics of Ibn .Gebirol, based on that writer's three works, Tikkin Middoth 
Hanephesh, Mekor Chayim, and Keter Malchut. The kindly sentiment of the 
son of Gebirol, cited on p. 178, that knowledge was not lessened by sharing it, 
was used in its earlier Latin form by the Public Orator of Cambridge in inducting 
Dr. Schiller-Szinessy to the honorary degree. An article by the Rev. John 
Owen on “ Optimism and Pessimism in Jewish Philosophy,” reviews at length a 
monograph with the same title, by Dr. H. Goitein. Two Biblical Studies by 
Professor Graetz—especially the seeond—have decidedly the charm of novelty. 
Professor Graetz thinks that the last chapter of Zechariah belongs to post-exile 
times—to the reign of Artaxerxes III., in fact. He also propounds the somewhat 
startling theory that the religious centre alluded to in Deuteronomy is not Jeru- 
salem, but Shechem. Assuming that Deuteronomy was the “ Book of the Law ” 
discovered in the reign of Josiah, Professor Graetz holds that thedegradation of Jeru- 
salem in favour of Shechem is attributable to the fact that the prophets in 
Josiah’s time “ felt a deepabhorrence for Jerusalem and its temple on account of 
the abominations perpetrated there.” We must refer to the article those who 


are curious to know the grounds on which Professor Graetz puts forward these 


hypotheses. In an article entitled “ Parsee and Jewish Legends of the First Man,” 
the Rev. Dr. Kohut traces the influence on Talmudic and Midrashic legends of 
ancient Persian myths. Mr. Claude Montefiore explains the part played by Moses 
in the development of the religion of Israel according to modern criticism. He 
also analyses “the Pentateuch narratives which constitute the framework of the 
Decalogue,” tne result being, “upon the whele,” not unfavourable to the view 
that the compilation of the Ten Commandments was. considerably anterior to the 
narrative of which they form part. The first instalment of a biography of Jair 
Chayim Bacharach, “the most learned, versatile, and original of the German 
Rabbis of the seventeenth century,” by Professor Kaufmann, and a comprehensive 
review of Jewish Literature in 1890, by Mr. Schechter, bring the main contents 
of the number to a conclusion. There are the usual ‘‘ Notices,” to which the Rev. 
L. M. Simmons, Professor Bacher, Dr. Neubauer, and Messrs. Joseph Jacobs and 
Claude Montefiore are contributors. 


THE JEW AS A WORKMAN. 


— 


The Jewish doctrine of work, as taught in the Scriptures, and especially in the 
Talmud, formed the subject of the sermon preached by the Rev. H. Gollancz, M.A., 
at the Dalston Synegogue on Sabba’h last. The character of the modern Jewish 
workman was not a audden manifestation, bat a development of a system which 
found its highest sanctity in work cheerfully undertaken and honestly carried out. 
This principle was to guard and guide him, to keep alive and strengthen within 
his soal the thought of bis mission on earth. The whole spirit of the Bible breathed 
the truth epigrammatically expressed by our sages. MDVD MIND that “it is a 
royal thing to labour,’ while even among the Greeks and Romans work was 
regarded as the province of the slave, unworthy of the freeborn and noble. When 
we. contrast the life-teachings of the Rabbis of the Talmud, we shall witness in 
even a more surprising manner the estimation in which honest toil and manual 
labour were held among the wisest and best of Israel’s sons. None of these worthies 
deemed it beneath them to work for their livelihood. We might instance men like 
Hille!, R. Akiba, R. Nehemiah, R. Jochanan, R. Jebuda, &c. No wonder then that 
they have given to the world such priceless, precious sayings, bearing upon the 
blessedness of labour, upon its sanctity, its nobility, and henca upon it- obligation 
upon the sons of men. “Love work” was the main idea of the Talmudic Doctors, 
for they held that “ Work dignifies the worker.” 


_ WESTMINSTER JEWS FREE SCHOOL.

NOTES ON THE HOLY LAND. 


On Sunday evening Mr. Marcus Adler, M.A., read a paper entitled “ Some Notes 


on the Holy Land,” at a meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society. Lieut.-Col. | 


Goldemid presided. As Mr. Adler was suffering froma heavy cold, the greater 
portion of the paper was read for him by his brother, Mr. Elkan Adler. 
After geome preliminary observations respecting itineraries of a trip to Palestine 
and on its past, Mr. ADLERsaid: The predominating thought of the traveller at 
the present day is that which Moses 3,000 years ago put into the mouth of the 
“latter generation,” as described in Deuteronomy xxix 21-17. I will give one 
illustration of how true at the present day is this vivid description. The whole of 
the hilly regions of Judea, and especially the lend around Jerusalem, consists of 
bare limestone rock of the hardest description ; with the exception of a few gnarled 
olive trees, there is scarcely a tree and not even a blade of grass to be seen. No 
cattle find pasture here, and cow's milk is not to be had. Is this the Jand of milk 


and honey? Isthis the spot of which we read of old, ‘there were abundance of 


roees, nut-gardens, vineyards and spice mountains” ? And yet little is required when 
the proper time comes to restore to the land its pristine fertility. Sir Charles 
Warren relates huw, returning tc Jerusalem after a few years’ absence, his mind 
was much exercised at noticing a cloud always resting on a spot some miles from 
the sacred city. This spot he had not noticed during his previous visit. One day 
he rode to the spot, which a few years before was as barren as the rest of the district, 
and found to his surprise an oasis in the wilderness. And what was the explana- 
tion? Two'years before, an enterprising German had conveyed some mould from a 


' gulley to the spot, ard planted trees. Ina climate like that of Palestine, these 
goon grew up and multiplied, and formed a grove, The moisture arising therefrom 
led to the formation of a cloud,the heat was tempered, gentle fertilising rain took 


the place of the fitful and violent showers, and the place was converted into a very 


Eden. This factconveys to us a lesson which the Jewish colonists in Palestine, and 


we, who take so deep an interest in them, should take to heart. To my mind the 
whole future of the Jewish colonists depends upon their copying the German colo- 
nists mostly hailing from Wiirtemberg, who are known by the name of the Temple 
Society. They have become the pioneers of an improved cultivation of the soil and 
of the introduction of handicrafts and industries. The passenger who lands at 
Jafta, after parsing through its narrow lanes, crowded with people of all nationali- 
ties, from the sallow Pole to the swarthy Nubian, all attired in every kind of pic- 


turesque dress,emerges from its gates and finds himself in a suburb which looks. 


like aeuburb of the Schwarzwald. The eun was setting as we were nearing 
Ramleh where we encountered a Mahomedan. wedding party. Their singing wa; 
accompanied by a rhythmical clapping of hands. The Eastern Jews in Palestine 
follow a similar practice on joyous occasions. At Tiberias I saw a curious ceremony 
in the synagogue. The bridegroom had been called to the Law and presently the 


-beadles sprinkled rosewater upon the worshippers, and distributed myrtle branches 


among them, and a band of youths came forth escorting the bridegroom round the 
edifice singing a hymn to the accompiment of hand-clapping. May this not be 
regarded as an ancient custom, hand-clapping being mentioned in the Bible as a 
mark of joy? AsI would rather that vou followed me to less frequented spots 
which it was my good fortune to visit, I will make but one statement regarding 
Jerusalem. You may have all heard of the ancient Hebrew inscription at Siloam. 
It was found by mere chance by a small Jewish boy, who, whilst playing with 
come other lads, slipped into the pool, and on getting out noticed what looked like 
letters on the rocky walls of the channel. Iam grieved to have to tell you that 
tidings have just been received of the wanton destruction of this venerable inscrip- 
tion witha hammer. At Hebron I could, from an apsrture in the ramparts, see 
into the Haram Sanctuary, where our Patriarchs lie buried. Although I was 
under the protection of the Sheikh, I dared not stop too long, as a fanatical 
mob was beginning to collect, who looked bent on mischief. The weird chants of 
the Jews of Hebron while keeping up their midnight service are indelibly impressed 
on my mind. Half an hour’s walk from the town, the traveller comes across the 
venerable oak of Mamre, the trunk of which is about 32 feet in circumference, and 


_ its crown 95 paces round. It was revered as far back as the 16th century, and tbe 
_ Russians have erected there a hospice. The overland journey from Jerusalem to 


Beyrout is one of the most delightful trips I ever made. I was in company with a 
dear friend now gone to eternal rest, and got Messrs. Cook to provide us with two 
tents, one for ourselves and the other for our attendanta, consisting of our drago- 
man, a Shochet, a man in charge of the horses, an Italian cook and four porters, a 
party of tena!l told. The expense of the whole of the equipment, and of the keep. 
of the party as well as of the five horses and five mules was about £4 per day. 
After spending the night close by Shilih, we pusbed on till we came to the valley 
dividing Ephraim from Manasseh, and now indeed we were in a goodly land I 
really thought I was passing through another Lauterbrunnen in Switzerland. A 
little beyond were the reputed tombs of Eliezer and Abishua, and after a four hours’ 
ride we arrived for our midday meal, at what is still called Jacob’s Well, where 
Not far from 
Jacob's Well is the reputed Joseph’s Tomb, but it is evidently of modern con- 
struction. At Shechem we found a small Jewish congregation which enabled our 
Jewieh courier to obtuin fresh meat, and we were greatly interested in finding 
that the congregation were about to celebrate the second day of Purim, as the 
Rabbis considered it douttiul whether the Shechem of theirday was a walled city 
in the days of Joshua. The most interesting feature, however, was the Samaritan 
community, which has dwindled down to very small numbers. There are no more 
than 30 adults left, and as they marry only among their own people, it is possible 
they may soon die out altogether. On the doorpost of their synagogue is engraved 
the Shemang, and it isin this manner they observe the precept of the Mezuzah. 
The command respecting the Tephillin isnot taken literally, but they observe the 
ordinances as tothe tallith. In the forecourt stood a huge palm branch ; this they 
use on Tabernacles, but instead of the = ath they employ thick-leaved branches, 
and in lieu of the citron they take the choicest fruit they can find. On the Day of 
Atonement all except sucklings fast, During the night they repeat the first and 
second bocks of Moses by heart, no lights being allowed. After sunrise they use 
books and read the third, fourth, and fifth books of Moses. They are most scrupu- 
lous about the old laws cf purification, and in the absence of the ashes of the red 
heifer the Samaritavs never’touch a corpse. When a mother sees a child die, she 


- Jeaves it end the dead are attended to and buried by Moslems. We next passed 


through Samaria and Dotham, where Joseph was sold, and struck the very caravan 
road along which the travelling company of Ishmaelites had come from Gilead. 


‘Mr. Adler then gave a graphic description of the territory of the Jordan and its 


productions, and resuming the account of his itinerary he said: Two hours from 
Safed is the well-known Jewish settlement of Meron, the burial place of Rabbi 
Simeon ben Jochai where every year on the 33rd day of the Omer many hundred 
of our brethren congregate and indulge in performances—I cannot call them obser- 


vances—for which I mus: refer you, among others, to Laurence Olipbant’s des- 


cription. Our road lay from Gush-haleb of the Gomorrah, through Giscala of 
Josephus, past another Synagogue with three gates and monolithic jambs. Close 
by we pitched our tents for the night, and soon we had all the children of the place 
round us, even the little ones niprioom, at us askance. We tried to propitiate them 
by giving them sugar, but they would not touch it; we thought they were shy and 


80 we laid it down. Presently a youth solemnly stepped ‘forward and-interred it in 


the ground, so scrupulous are they not to eat anything defiled by a stranger. 
Their customs arestrange. One of them is that the marriage-bond is not regarded 
asa larting one. It is like the agreement of a lease renewable from year to year. 
At the end of each twelvemonth it is open for either party to sever the bonds 
of matrimovy. I have told you many wonderful things, said Mr. Adler in conclu-

sion, but perhaps the most wonderful thing of all is that we, God's chosen people, 
are left to tell Hie wonders ; that the individual who has, I fear, bored you so long 


- js the lineal descendant of the Aaron who confronted the Egyptian Rameses, and 


that you, my friends, who have listened to me so patiently, are of the holy seed that 
cleave unto the Lord your God alive every one of you this day.—(Cheers.) | 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER opened the discussion at the ciose of the paper, and asked 
for information concerning the arrangement of the burial places in toe Holy Land, 
the deecription of which was given in the Talmud, and concerning the exact position 
of the Western Wall of the Temple. whether in reality it was due Weat. The 
Society was greatly indebted to Mr. Marcus Adler for his lecture, from which much 
valuable information had been derived. 

The Rev. IstporE Myers, B.A., as a recent visitor to the Holy Land, gave an 
account of the new Jerusalem that had sprung into existence within late years 
outside the city gates, avd he describei the fertility of the land as being the key to 
all the hopes centred in a regeneration of Palestine. Within the last fifteen years 
at least as many new places had come into being and would have to be noticed on 
new maps of Palestine, and it was also a gratifying fact that of the fifteen agricul- 
ture] colonies now existing eleven were Jewish settlements. Mr. Myera complained 
of the impediments placed in the way of the promotion of secular education by the 
Jerusalem Rabbis, who pronounced the (Clercm on the schools and on their 
frequenters, and deprived the parents of their portion of the Chaluka. 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER declared Mr. Myers’s statement with respect to ecclesias- 
tical opposition to secular education to be exaggerated, and he gave some interest- 
ing personal experiences of the success attending the respective Jewish schools in 
Jerusalem. Dr. Adler briefly spoke of the great treat which a trip to Palestine had 
for the traveller, 

Mr. M. Duparc and Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER, M.A.. endorsed Dr. Adier’s remarks 
respecting the progress of sscalar education and the attitude of the communal 
authorities in Jerusalem towards the schools. Mr, Adler added some details of his 
journey through Palestine and particularly the drive from Beyrout to Damascus. 

The Rev. Is1pORE Myers affirmed his statements as to the existence of a pro- 
hibition against secular education. 7 

_ The Rev. S. MENDELSOHN expressed the belief that despite irrigation Palestine 
could hardly attain the position of a thoroughly cultivated country. 3 

- The CHAIRMAN, in closing the discussion, said that no doubt there existed much 
fanaticism in Jerusalem, but it had greatly diminished. In the early days of the 
existence of the Lionel de Rothsshild school. some few years ago, he was staying at 
Jerusalem, and spent the Sidur night of Passover with the Chacham Bashi. 
Hearing that a Chcrem bad been launched against the school he asked the Chief 
Rabbi bis opinion of that institution, and the reply was that he regarded it as the 
Holy of Holies. Col. Goldsmid then gave a brief narrative of some of the incidents 
of his visit to Palestine, the chief object of which was to visit the colonies now 
flourishing through the great munificence of Baron Eimond de Rothschild, but then 
in a very precarious condition. Zimmarin, for example, now the largest of all 
Jewish colonies, consisted at the time of a single hut. So great were the difficulties 
of the colonists, yet so earnest were they in their labours, that he saw a settler 
digging up the produce of the soil with bis finger-nails (and a good yield it was) 
because the man hadnoimplements. In mentioning Damascus, the road to which 
over the Lebanon mountains was one of the most magnificent in the world, he 
remarked that t» such a degree of excellence had the art of needlework attained 
in the Jewish Girls’ School (which Col. Goldsmid was instrumental in founding) 
that an English lady in Cairo had ordered a dress to be made for her at that edaca- 
tional establishment. Speaking of the mountain range of Kishon, Col. Goldsmid 
said that it was positively impregnable, and while traversing it he had fixed the 
spot where the Jewish army would be placed at the battle of Armageddon. In 
conclusion he said : When Mr. Adler asked me to preside this evening, [ felt that I 
could not refuse. No one worthy of being a Jew can fail to take an interest in 
Eretz Israel—(Cheers). And in view of the events of the present day he cannot 
help taking more interest in the land of his fathers than ever. The state of the 
Jews all over the world is from year to year becoming less satisfactory instead of 
better. As the result of the persecutions in Russia and Roumania, Jewish colonies 
are being founded everywhere. They are being started in South America, and we 
hear talk of founding some in Central Africa. All this is only putting off the evil 
cay. My belief is that the Jewish Que-tion wiil never be settled until there isa 
Jewish State in the Holy Land,—(Loud cheers)—and I firmly believe that all events 
are tending in that direction. In some countries we are persecuted. In others 
we are barely tolerated. J amnotatall surprisedat this. Whatother race, with so 
glorious a history as ours, would tamely sit down and see the land of their ancestors 
in the hands of a foreigner ? Italy has regained Rome, why should we not regain 
Palestine, instead of being contented to remain tolerated by the peoples among 
whom we live ?—(Loud cheers.) 
Votes of thanks were passed to Mr. Adler and the Chairman.

of Sanitary JERUSALEM. 


Mr. Guedalla sends us the following extracts from his letters, dated Jerusalem, 
December 17 :—‘ Dr. G. d Arbella, a coreligionist, was nominated Consul of the 
Netherlands at Jerusalem, and was installed in office by the Consul-General at 
Beyrout, whocame up for that purpose. Dr. d’Arbella came to Jerusalem about five 
years ago, and was for about two years physician at the Colony Rishon I’4ion, 
under the patronage of baron Edmond de Rothschild, of Paris, and subsequently 
replaced De. Schwarz, in the Rothschild’s Hospital at Jerusalem.—The agitation 
among the Sephardim about forming a Committee to look after the wants of the 
congregation in general and the needy poor in particular, has not yet ceased. It 
jsirumoured that Mr. Valero has at last consented to accept the office of heading such 
Committee, provided the Haham Bashi and the body of Hahamim promised to 
accept certain conditions he specified in a private letter to them. It is a fact 


that the Sephardim congregation is in great want of proper organisation, but still . 


the leaders among them do not seem to see it much, and those who do are rather 
too few.—An agricultural colony is now being formed in Galilee by a number of 


our poor brethren. A large piece of land was ‘purchased years ago by a rich_ 


emigrant, and he is now leasing portions of it on easy payments without interest 
to such as undertake to cultivate it. The land is reported to be very fertile. 
NEW ZEALAND. 

Mr. Louis Cohen, M.A., Honorary Secretary of the Christchurch Hebrew 
Congregation, has been appointed by the Senate of the New Zealand Univer- 
sity, of which he is one of the most distinguished alumni, examiner in English 
for the Matriculation and Junior Scholarship Examinations. ~ Representations 
have been made to Mr. Cohen from very influential quarters, to stand for Christ- 
church at the elections for the next House of Representatives. 


PALESTINE. 


There is no longer any excuse for poor Jews in Jerusalem to have recourse 
to the missionaries in time of sickness. A Jewish doctor is ‘established outside 
the City Gates, another, Dr. Wallach, has just been sent from Amsterdam to 
practice within the town, and three other Jewish medical men have lately quitted 
Germany to settle in the Holy City. 

The new Governor of Jerusalem in visiting the Chacham Bashi, gave him 
cordial assurances of his friendly feelings towards the Jews. 


ROUMANIA. 
At the sitting of the Senate, on the 26th December, M. Schendrea, a member 
of the National Liberal party, asked the Government whether it intended to take 
any measures along the frontier to prevent an incursion of Jews expelled from 
Russia. In view of the urgency of the debates on the Address, the Prime 
Minister refused to discuss the matter. M. Schendrea proposes to bring it forward 
again in the form of a motion. 
The Senate, by 52 votes to 2, has rejected the petition for naturalisation pre- 
sented by Professor Saineanu. He is a native of Roumania, is one of the most 
competent authorities on Roumanian philology, and holds the Chair for that branch 
of Science at the University of Bucharest. | zs 


THE ROYAL ACADEMY WINTER EXHIBITION.

The present exhibition at the Royal Academy of the works of the Old Masters, 


combined with a collection of water-colours illustrating the history of the art in 
England, is decidedly a comfortable one to visit. Not only are the pictures so 
disposed that they can be easily inspected, but they are limited to a number that 
entails a minimum of fatigue. To ladies this is a great consideration, and there 
is but little doubt that galleries which limit their demands upon the attention 
whilst maintaining a high level of excellence, are becoming increasingly popular. 
The Dutch pictures are not so remarkable this year as is usually the case, many of 
the most eminent names of the school being absent. Mr. Jules Porges contri- 
butes a Franz Hals entitled “ Le joyeux buveur,” a rollicking representation of 
a boon companion, though somewhat coarse in texture for this master. The 
drinker is seated on the right with his face towards the spectator, glancing at 
the wine in a glass he holds up. As a piece of composition it is remarkable for 
the bold manner in which a lute is placed across the picture. A series of cabinet 
examples come from the collection of Mr. Samuel 8. Joseph, a well-known 
amateur of the works of the Dutch school. His ‘‘ Landscape,” by Jacob van 
Ruysdael, is one of the most pleasing subjects in the exhibition, although it 
has suffered from the effect of time, and is full of that sympathetic feeling for the 
country characteristic of the painter. Another fine picture from the same source is 
entitled “The soldier and the laughing girl,” is from the easel of Jan Van 
Meer (of Deft). For this beautiful work with its red-coated soldier in a large 
black‘hat in delightful contrast with the woman seated at an open window con- 


versing with him and bathed in silvery light, we have nothing but praise. It is 


solidly and learnedly painted, and might have come from the Royal Academy of 
Ireland, the quality being quite equal to that to which Mr. Doyle has accustomed us. 
We do not admire a somewhat coarsely painted “Interior of an ale-house,” by 
David Teniers, evidently the younger, though not so stated. Though well-preserved, 
it 1s not in the painter's best style. A view over the bend of the river entitled “On the 
Maas, near Dordrecht,” by Jan van Goyen, and its companion with a similar title, 
constitute Mr, Joseph's remaining contributions. They are both luminous studies 
of perspective, full of air and light. 

Turning to the Italian pictures we are attracted by a “ Holy Family,” by 
Fra Bartolommeo, contributed by Mr. Ludwig Mond. Warm in colour—a blue 
robe, lined with green, being a triumph of art—and with a charming Italian view 
a8 a background, this lovely work well deserves the place of honour accorded to 
it in Gallery II. Not less fine in quality, and eqvally delicate and refined, 
though not by so great a master, is Pier Francesco Bissolo’s “ Virgin and Child, 
with Saints,” also lent by Mr. Mond. From the same gallery comes the axa. 
' St. Jerome,” by Sodoma, a fine specimen of an artist little seen out of Italy. It 
is in a wonderfully beautiful state of preservation, the impasto being as fresh as 
if the pieture had been painted but yesterday, and not at the commencement 
of the 16th century. Mr. Mond sends also an unimportant “ Virgin and 
Child,” painted by an unknown member of the early Venetian Schvol. 

0 the instructive collection of drawings imtended to illustrate the pro-

the Royal Academy will ere long officially recognise Mr. Horatio Micholls’ 
contributes two typical examples.

Taking as a whole, the series of drawings arranged in chronological sequence, 
from Paul Sandby, R.A., to Frederick Walker, A.R.A., marks a distinct advance 
in the educational policy of the Royal Academy, and if studied in conjunction | 


with the collection at South Kensington Museum, will afford as much information 
as it does pleasure.

EAST LONDON ORPHAN AID 


— 


The first general meeting of the above society was held at the Jewish Working 
Men’s Clab on Monday evening, Mr. Lewis Levy, President, in the chair. 

Mr. Lewis Levy briefly gave a history of the society. It was started four 
months ago and now had over 800 members. They had contributed to the parent 
institution £55 2s. 6d. in annual subscriptions, £28 17s. in donations,and £53 Os. 5d. 
in weekly payments of one penny. He remarked with satisfaction how willing the 
poor of the East End were to aid a charitable institution. The Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum had done much to raise the moral status of the poor Jews of the 
Kast End of London. Thanks were due tothe 20 or 30 gentlemen who had acted as 
canvassers, and he hoped that they would use their best efforts to raise the number 
of members to 1,000. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack, Junr., submitted the balance-sheet of the society, which 
showed an income of £136 and a balance of £12 in hand, and it was adopted. 

The Rev. J. F. Stern, in course of a few remarks, said that as those who 
obtain the benefits of the charity were for the most part foreigners he hoped the 
foreign element would doa little towards the maintenance of the society, He 
advo @ special canvass among them. 

r. MAURICE HART said that the funds of the Jews’ Hospital were at present 
very low and that a strong appeal must be made for more donations. As anumber 
of the applications for admission to the Jews’ Hospital were received from. the 
provinces, he was of opinion that the provinces should contribute in a larger degree 
to the support of the institution than at present was the case, especially now that 
the opportunity was afforded through local Aid Societies, The satisfaction of 
knowing that children are dragged from the gutter and placed in a good school 
should be sufficient return, even if subscribers of one penny a week could not have 
votes. He hoped that the public would respond liberally to the appeal of the 
institution, so that it might be enabled to provide for even more children than 
does at present. ; |

The company numbered 
between 300 and 400 ladies and gentlemen, who represented the greater number of 


_ the influential Jewish families in the towo, and a considerable proportion of 


Christians. The arrangements were carried out under the supervision of an efficient 
body of stewards. The nett financial result is not yet known. Last year the pro- 


ceeds amounted to £127. 
MANCHESTER. 


The President, Mr. David S. Bles, and the other honorary officers of the 
Manchester Jewish Board of Guardians are making a public appeal, through the 
local press, for assistance. Tne appeal states: ‘‘ Our record of twenty-three years 
amply proves the usefulness of the Board and its efficacy in keeping our poorer 
brethren from the rates and relieving their sickness and distress. ‘The annual gub- 
scriptions are quite inadequate to meet the requ'rements of the charity, end it is 
over three years since we made our last public appeal. We now owe our bankers 
nearly £800, and the bitter winter which is upon us forbids us to stay our hand. A 
generous answer to our claims can alone preserve to the Jewish community of 
Manchester the proud privilege of worthily providing for the necessities of the 
deserving poor.” This excellent institution, while it has had thrown upon its hands 
‘largely increasing burdens, through the immigration of Russian, Polish, Roumanian 
and other foreign Jews, is greatly hampered in its efforts to cope with existing 
distress by a serious diminutivn in its regular income, a large number of wealthy 
Jews having left Manchester, mainly owing to the depression of trade. The 
greatest care is taken by the Board to check pauperism, aod it redounds not a little 
to ite credit that it has enabled many of the Jewish poor to emancipate themselves 
in the course of two or three years. 

The annual meeting of the members of the Manchester Burial Society of Polish 
Jews was held on Sunday last at the Jewe’ School, Derby Street, Cheetham. Mr. 
M. Davis, President, occupied the chair. A very satisfactory balance-sheet was 
unanimously adopted by the meeting. Mr. J. Jacobs was elected permanent 
Secretary by acclamation, and Mr. B..Norder was appointed Collector. The following 
were elected honorary officersfor the ensuivg year: President, Mr. M. Davis (re- 
elected) ; Vice-President, Mr. Louis Pavion; Treasurer, Mr. P. Verbeloveki (re- 
elected) ; Trustees, Messrs. E. Myers, J. Libstein, and B. Babrovski ; Committee, 
Messrs. Harris Pavion, H. Rabatzki, 8. Vilchinski, 8. Zacrinski, J. Freedman, I. 
Rosenblum, Isaac Verbeloveki, Louis Vitofski, A. Vitofski, and H. Marks. The 
usval votes of thanks to the retiring Committee, the Auditors and Scrutineers 
(Messrs. 8, Solomons, J. Shapir, I. Goldblum, S. Oleeski, and M. Steinart) was 
followed by a similar compliment to the school authorities for the use of the 
room. 


A general meeting of the members of the Bread, Meat and Coal Society was

OXFORD. 

Mr. B. J. Franks writes to us calling attention to the heavy financial burden 
which small provincial congregations have to bear in order to obtain kosher meat, 
Takifg Oxford, with its eight Jewish fami'ies, asa typical instance, Mr, Franks 
points out that it costs each individual member of the little congregation £8 or £10 
over and above the amount of his synagogue bill, to have kosher meat, /.¢., by main- 
taining a Shochet. He suggests as a remedy the appointment of travelling 
Shochetim, who should have their head-quarters either in Lond n or in impurtant 
coogregations, and who on application from smaller towns within a given radius 
should visit them once or twice a week for the purpose of killing animals. A certain 
sum should be paid per annum to the congregation in whose direct employ the 
Shochet may be. Mr. Franks holds that the system he shadows forth would not 
put the Shechita Board to any expense a8 it would be self-supporting, and that con: 
gregations relieved from the expense of supporting a Shochet would be in a better 
position to maintain a minister who would elevate the status of Jews in small 


towns.
